On  20  October, 
Battery  B  (Fwd)  moved  to  a  position  at  grid  ZB7733233.  The  battery  remained 
at  this  position  5  hours*  firing  203  rounds  on  preplanned  targets  and  suspect 
enemy  locations.  On  22  October,  Battery  B  (Fwd)  moved  to  position  at  grid 
TB917258  to  provide  artillery  coverage  for  engineer  work  on  the  road.  On  25 
October,  Battery  B  (-)  moved  fran  grid  ZB1500333  to  join  Battery  B  (Fwd)  at 
grid  IB917258.  Battery  B  spent ^  a  total  of  $C  days  in  split  configuration. 

During  this  period  Datiary  D  fired  registrations,  observed  and  unobserved 
missions  at  suspect  enemy  locations,  defensive  target?,  calibration,  interdic¬ 
tion  of  infiltration  routes,  missions  in  support  of  ARVN  forces  in  contact, 
harassing  and  interdiction,  neutralisation  and  counter  mortar  programs.

67.  Ten  enemy  were  killed  within  the  perimeter,  and  another  7  bodies  were  . 
recovered  northeast  6f  the  position.  One  RFQ'-  2  rocket  launfcher,  h  -  F.PG 
rocket  rounds,  3  -  AK  U7,  1  carbine,  miscellaneous  grenades,  \  pound  charges 
and  small  arms  ammunition  ware  captured.

Example!  If  the  battery  is  laid  on  6400*  the  reference  line 
ie  thu  north-south  grid  line  and  the  reference  point  is  the  battery  center* 
Therefore*  all  targets  that  plot  with  an  easting  grid  numerically  greater  than 
the  easting  grid  of  the  battery  center*  the  deflection  will  be  less  than  the 
3200*  Likewise*  If  the  easting  grid  is  numerically  less  than  the  easting  grid 
of  the  battery  center*  the  defleotion  will  be  greater  than  3200*  and  3200  must 
be  added  to  the  defleotion  indicated  by  the  FAIL.C.  Posting  this  procedure  on 
or  near  the  FALAC  decreases  the  chance  for  error.

Discussion*  Maneuver  unite  oharged  with  the  mission  of  road 
security  often  face  the  problem  of  mines  being  emplaced  between  the  armored 
patrols.  li'ning  incidents  wero  first  reduced  by  the  use  of  ataybehind  patrols 
but  econony  of  force  tactics  covering  an  extended  road  not  in  difficult  terrain 
demanded  an  alternate  solution.  Conventional  HU  fires  were  considered  and 
rejected  booause  shell  fragments  would  hinder  mine  detection  and  damage  the 
roads.  Finally,  a  series  of  targets  along  the  road  were  attacked  with  shell 
HP  coordinated  with  patrol  aotiviiy.
